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DISCOVER A LITTLE (COUNTRY SUNSHINE) | -by Dave Gillespie 


It was a sunny Sunday morning in Wasaga Beach and I decided to head out to a local i 
market to fill in some time and to see what I could find!! 

It was a little after 8:00 a.m. and the vendors were just setting up, including a coin dealer who 
was of particular interest to me. I asked if he had any Terry Fox loonies, (which I hadn’t been 
able to find at the bank), and wooden nickels. Bingo, yes to both. I pulled up a chair and started 
going through his three-ring binder. An hour later I had successfully found a dozen or more 
‘woods’ that I needed and two that I hadn’t seen before nor did they appear to be listed in my 
Canadian Wood Catalogue. 

I asked the dealer about the first one; the Orillia Coin Club’s 35” 
Anniversary wood which was gold on the obverse side and two 
different reverse colours, either blue or purple. He said it was issued 
by the Champlain Coin Club in 1997 but nobody thought to provide 
Ross Kingdon, our Bulletin Editor, with a write-up or story regarding 
its origin for ‘Timber Talk’, or Norm Belsten for the Canadian 
catalogue entry. A lesson to be learned in the interest of all wooden 
money collectors!!! 


Regarding the second unidentified wood, the dealer seemed to 
know little or nothing about it. The obverse was stamped 
“Redeemable at Country Sunshine, 5 Louisa Street, Creemore, 
Ontario” and the reverse “5S Cents”. 


The following week, on my way to our trailer at Wasaga Beach, my 
wife Carolyn, and I, veered off Airport Road and went into Creemore 
in search of “Country Sunshine”. At the north end of the village we 
spotted a Shell Service Station and a sign advertising Country 
Sunshine, so we pulled in. The business is a service station, old- 
fashioned candy and ice cream store, coffee shop, variety store and 
Sears Catalogue Outlet combined. The business is owned by Joan 
Gordon, whom I met, and is staffed by two lovely ladies, Laura and 
Nancy. Laura told me that the business has been there for over 15 
years and for the last several years they have handed out a hand- 
stamped ‘wooden nickel’ to patrons of the Gas Bar to be redeemed 
by their children and grandchildren in the old-fashioned candy store.

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AN ALASKAN CHRONICLE: - by David Phillips - continued 
KOTZEBUE: -Alaska’s farthest north wood: 

@ This town of 3,074 people lies on a sand spit at the end of the Baldwin Peninsula in 
Kotzebue Sound, on the northwest coast of Alaska. It is 33 miles ABOVE the Arctic Circle! 
The Kotzebue Sound was named after Otto Von Kotzebue, a German mariner, who was 
exploring for Russia, and who ‘discovered’ the Sound in 1818. 

The site has been occupied by Inupiat Eskimos for hundreds of years. Today, the population 
of Kotzebue is still seventy-six percent Inupiat Eskimo. 

Kotzebue has developed into a supply center for the ten satellite villages in the northwest 
Arctic, plus one village in the North Slope area. Kotzebue was incorporated as a city in 1958. 

The primary ‘industries’ which provide employment in the area are: Government Services, 
Shipping, Warehousing & Transferring of Goods activities, Fishing, Airport Center for the area, 
(eg: both land & sea plane bases), some Mining (Cominco’s Alaska Red Dog Mine) and some 
Oil and Gas Exploration activity. 

The four ‘woods’ I am showing from Kotzebue, are all from the same issuer — a Dairy Queen. 
Can you imagine a Dairy Queen 33 miles above the Arctic Circle?!?! Well, it only was in 
business for a relatively short while. (I am working on finding out precisely when this D.Q. was 
actually in operation.) The building from which it operated is still there (see picture) and has 
the distinctive D.Q. look/roof-line, but is now being used by a Government agency, eg. the 
National Park Service. 

The four ‘woods’ all have red ink on both sides and the asterisk on the obverse is the Large 

@ Asterisk (as opposed to a medium or small asterisk on some Dairy Queen woods). 

These ‘woods’ are very difficult to come by and furthermore, are likely the only Kotzebue 
woods to come out of this ‘City”.

Our FIRST Canadian ‘wooden money’ manufacturer was Jim 
Deluney of Angus, Ontario. Jim began manufacturing ‘woods’ in 1980 
under the name “Deluney’s Wooden Nickel Company”. I believe that 
Jim was also the first Canadian, who in 1984 began to use the hot stamp 
foil process to print on woods. Jim passed away in 1992, Shown here is 
one side of a round and a flat (size-reduced), both made by Jim using the 
hot stamp process. 

Our FIRST Canadian Balsa wood Flat ‘manufacturer was Victor Ap PRRORRUNS TES ERR 
Borrow of Weston , Ontario. Victor bought his own press and began this To. ited 


process in Canada when Frank DeGilio of the U.S.A. was cutting back blessings is cheer 

on his business because of ill health. On Victor’s passing in June 1987, wabecchbi = 
John Regitko acquired Victor’s press. Shown here is-one side of the JANES Dene 
many Balsa flats (size-reduced), made by Victor. & .

As an aside to this, I believe it was current CAWMC member John
